A Se&enie Which ia Not Idkely to 


J3« Put In Practice. 


CHICAGO,'November 20.—The Daily 


News' Wsshinnton special say: A strong 
effort is being brought to baar in cer- 
tain quarters to induce the President to 
reappoint nil officials or name Republi- 
can successors for those whose term ex- 
pire or are about to expire by March 4th, 
and to have them all confirmed by the 
Republican ^Senate at the approaching 
session. Then, it is likely, Cleveland 
would not be able to remove them or 
put in new men as their successors, be- 
cause a Republican Senate would not 
confirm Democrats nominated »olely to 
oust Republicans. The few Republi- 
can Senators who have been ia Wash- 
ington duiing the past Jew days, as a 
rule, do not believe that there will bo 
any systematic movement looking t» 
tbe maintenance of Federal officials in 
place. In the first place these Senators 
do not apprehend nny collision be- 
tween the Democratic Executive and 
Republican Senate of the next Congress, 
nor do the Democratic Senators fear 
anything of the kind. The Daily News' 
correspondent has talked with several 
Democratic Senators, who have dis- 
cussed the situation, as lit will exist 
after March 4th, with friends of those 
bol onging to the Republican side of the 
chambers. Thsy say the Senata will 
not offer any partisan opposition to 
Cleveland, or undertake in any manner 
to hamper his Administration, BO long 
&a he pursues a fair course. 


It is admitted that if the President 


should begin a wholesa^ raid upon Re- 
publicans to make room for Democrats, 
the majority in the Senate would inter- 
pose their power; but »uoh action from 
the incoming Executive is not expected. 
Besides, it is eaid on good authority 
that President Arthur would not lend 
himself to anything calculated to em- 
barrass his successor, or to deprive him 
of any ofjthe privileges that may legiti- 
mately belong to him. It ia expected 
that President Arthur will make ap- 
pointments as vacancies occur, unless 
there shall be valid reasons for delaying 
them; but he will not, it is asserted, go 
any further than il a Republican Ad- 
ministration were to follow his. Sev- 
eral years ago when the Senate was 
Democratic there was as little friction 
between it and the Executive AS there 
has been since. In fact, the most bitter 
quarrel of the past few years was be- 
tween a Republican Senate and a Re- 
publican President.

WASHINGTON, November 20th.—The 


bar-room statesmen and corner loungers 
of the Capital contimie to make and 
unmake Cabinets for President Cleve- 
land. The Department clerks are too 
busy in devising schemes to keep their 
places to bother with tho politicians of 
Ham How. Washington is certainly 
the head center of gossip and specula- 
tion now, tral the drivel of tho gossip- 
pers is of as much value as the chatter 
of monkeys. 
Within the next ten days 


men will begin to arrivs_3»ere whoso 
opinions are of value, and •who can give 
ideas of value regarding the future pol- 
icy of the Democratic party. 
One idea 


that prevails to a considerable extent 
among the Cabinet-builders is that New 
York, New Jersey, Connecticut and In- 
diana will each got a Cabinet position, 
and that two will go to tho South. This 
calculation leaves one place undisposed 
'Of, and the belief appears to be that it 
Will be some Westoru runn. Ex-Senator 
Thurman continues to be named by a 
great many, notwithstanding tho asser- 
tion of soine of hisfrieuds that he really 
prefers to spend the remaining years of 
iis life in the quiet of his home. 
In a 


speech delivered in Brooklyn during 
the campaign, Air. Thurman mentioned 
his age, and said ha realized that at 
best only fi fow more years of life would 
bo left to him. Ho declared th.it if he 
shotllil be spared to see the Government 
once more in the control of his party, 
he would ask for nothing more, and 
those who kuoiv him best say that he 
•was entirely sincere, and thut he cannot 
be tempted njjtiiu to the toil nnd cares 
of public life. 
Saoator Peiidletou will 


retire on the 4th of next March, and it 
is understood that he would bo willing 
to accept a seat in Cleveland's Cabinet; 
but the mention of his name recalls the 
faot that ho is bitterly antagonized be- 
cause of his authorship of the civil ser- 
vice law. There are Democrats who 
think that Mr. Cleveland will not, even 
for the sake of emphasizing his devo- 
tion to civil service reform, be willing 
to raise a row within the party, which 
some believe would assume proportions 
equal to the Conkling-Garfield fight. 
Then there ar« others, and among them 
men of prominence in the party, who 
SET that if Governor Cleveland shall 
deem it proper to name Senator Pendle- 
ton for a plaoo in his Cabinet, he will 
not be deterred by any opposition it 
might arouse acooug tho Ohio Demo- 
crats. Wisconsin is often referred to as 
a State that ought to be cultivated by 
the incoming Democratic- Administra- 
tion. Tho increased vote cast for the 
National Democratic ticket at the recent 
election is regarded as an indication 
that that State can be easily brought 
into the Democratic column, and it is 
suggested that a Cabinet appointment 
would go far towards accomplishing 
that end. Hon. W. F, Vilas, who pre- 
sided over the Convention -which nomi- 
nated Cleveland, is the man talked of 
for the Cabinet should Wisconsin draw 
the prize. During the past few days 
Representative A. S. Howitt has been a 
good deal talked of as tho probable rep- 
resentative of the Empire State in tha 
Cabinet. 
It has been hinted that per- 


haps after till New York will not get a 
Cabinet place, 
notwithstanding 
the 


prominence of the State. 
The supposi- 


tion is based upon tho assumption that 
Cleveland will make it his aim to heal 
tip nil the breaches in the party, and to 
strengthen it for the next Presidential 
election. 
It is argued that no New 


Yorker is likely to be found who will be 
acceptable to both the warring factions 
of New York City, and that probably 
some arrangement or agreement will be 
roached for the distribution of other 
than Cabinet honors—perhaps foreign 
missions—so as to satisfy both factions. 
Upon this sort of theory it is thought 
that Mr. Randall may enter the Cabinet 
as a man genorall acceptable to the New 
York Democracy.
